Peters rpanufacturei which have been loaded with llS-grain, 
copper- jacketed, hollow-point bullets. A murber of these 
cartridges bear nechanisra marks which suggest they have been 
loaded and extracted froir. a v.’enpon{s) . These marks are of possible 
value for comparison ttnd identification with suspect vjaapons. 
Cartridges of this type can be chambered and fired in semiautomatic 
pistols and other automatic and semiautomatic v,*eapons. 


The hollovj points of cartridges selected £it random 
from Ql along with Q2, were foiind to contain crystalline 
potassium cyanide sealed in the hollow points by a layer of 
paraffin. 


The hollovj points of these cartridges do not appear to 
visiTA vtrtnn Bnh3+-»ntially enlarged, Kewevor, the possibility exists 
that some of the hollow points were slightly enlarged using a 
drill, df approximately 1/8 inch diameter. 

It is noted that the Ql box bears an Interarms, 

Alexandria r Virginia label. The twenty-five cartridges found iu 
this box v;ere probably not purchased in this box, v/hicb vrouid 
have originally contained 9mni Luger (9inm rarahcllun) cartridges 
loaded with full copper-jaclceted bullets. Cartridges marketed 
in this type of box usually bear a '’VFT*' hearjptamp, vjhich indicate:- 
they v.’cre manufactured by the LAPUTUI PATRUUMATEiiDAS , Lapua , Finland 
Inked nuiribers and letters present on the bottom of this box are 
placed there by the manufacturer and have no significance to 
Intej;arms, v/ho is the United States importer and distributor. 
Therefore, a trace of this amiaunition based on these numbers 
docs not appear to be feasible. 

A microscopic' comparison vras made of the mechanism 
marks on the tv/enty-five cartridges, Ql and 02, with the 
mechanism marks present on the thirty test cartridges , K1 and 
K3, 'rfhich v/ere loaded into and extracted from the 9mn Jjuger 
(Qmm Parabollum) J and .R Engineering Company carbine. Model M-6S, 
Serial Mund^er 03304. Mothirig was fodiid to indicate the Ql and 
Q2 cartridges were loaded into and extracted from this weapon. 

It is noted that the mechanism markings present on 
these tv7enty-five cartridges are random in nature and are not 
typical of any particular msike emd model of A^eapon, .. .. . . 

- t''- Specimen Q8 .is a .30 caliber, copper-jacl.'eted bullet 

like that 3.oaded into .30 Carbine ■ caliber cartridges. This, 
bullet was fired from a barrel rifled with four lands and groo’v as .. 
right tv/ist, like that found on ,30 Carbine, caliber U. S. carbihii^-t 
Ml and M2. This' bullet' bear's some ' individual T?Jlcro3Copic marks 
of *v'alue for comparison purposes v/itJi suspect 'weapons,

Specimens Q15 through Ql8 are .30 Carbine caliber ‘ 
military cartridge carjGS vrhich ^.’ore identified as having been 
fired in one weapon. Specimens Q15 and Q17 bear a "LC 68 
headstamp Indicating manufacture by Lake City Ordnance Plant, 
Independence, Missouri. Specimens Q16 and QIC bear a "PC 42" 
hcadstamp indicating Peters Cartridge Company, Kings Mill, Ohio 
manufacture. The mechanism mar);ings present on these four cartridc 
cases were compared to the markings present on the Q7 cartridge 
ca^e from Eicglo's Gun Shop, reportedly fired in a .30 caliber 
U, S, carbine, M.1 , Serial Humbe?: 3801, nothing was found to 
indicate the Q15 through QIC cartridge cases vrere fired from the 
above-described w’eapon in its state of v?ear when the -07 cartridge 
case was fired. The mechanism markings present on the QIS through 
QIC cartridge cases are consistent with those produced by ,30. 
Carbine caliber U. S. carbines. Ml and M2, as v.’ell as possibly , 
other weapons .

Specimens Q94 through Q99 are .30 Carbine caliber 
military cartridges which have been loaded v^ith 110-grain, -■ 
copper- j ticketed bullets. The hoadstamp present on these 
cartridges is "LC 68" like that pttiSant cn the QIS and C17 
cartridge cases. It is noted t.}i at .30 Carbine caliber ammunition 
bearing the "LC 68" }iGadstamp i:j widely available commercially, 

Ko thing was found to indicate that specimens Q9.4 through Q99 have 
been loaded into or extracted from a vjeapon. 


Specimen Ql9 is a ,380 Auto (9mm Short) cartridge 
case of Super Vs 1 manufacture vmich bear=! marks of value for. 
comparison and identification vrith suspect v:capons. Nothing 
was found to indicate that this cartridge case was loaded into 
and extracted from the ,380 Auto VJalther pistol, Model PP, 

Serial Number 44435A represented by the twenty-five K2 test 
cartridges' v;hich were loaded into and extracted from this weapon. 
The mechanism marks on the Q19 cartridge case are typical of 
the type produced by a large number of ,330 A.uto caliber pistols. 
Accoraingly , no list of v/.eapons is, being furnished. 


The Q9 copper- jacketed bullet fragment and the QIO, 
Qll, Ql4 and Qo4 copper jacket fragments are too minute and 
mutilated to deterr;iinc their caliber type, liowcver, the land 
and groove v/idths present on .several of these specimens aire .the 
s^i^ie 'as those present on the QC'.30 caliber copper- jacketed ' . 
bullet. This suggests these fragments may also be fragments 
of i30 caliber bullets. Although specimens Q8 through Qil, 

Ql4 and 054 bear some microscopic marks of possible value for 
identification purposes, no conclusion could be reached as to 
v;hcthcr thcae, specimens were fired from one barrel. 
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The mutilated lead fragments in specimens QIO and Q12 
bear no narks of value for identification purposes. Specimen 
Q13 consists of a metal fragment vjhich does not appear to be 
part of a bullet. 

No residues of cyanide were found on specimens Q8 
through Ql4 . 

Inasmuch as .380 Auto and 9mm cartridge nomenclature 
can be confusing, the follpvxing information is being furnished. 

The 9mm Luger {9mm Parabellum) cartridge cannot be fired in ^ 
.380 Auto Omra Short, 9mjn Cor to or 9mm Kurz) vjeapons inasmuch - 
as the 9inm Luger cartridge is longer than the .380 Auto cartridge. 
Although the -380 Auto cartridge can be fired in some 9rcm Luger 
caliber vreapon". ions often occur in that the automatic . 

extraction cf the fired cartridge case and chambering of a 
nev; cartridge is hampered by the lesser recoil energy of the 
,380 Auto cartridge. 

Specimen 04 consists of a segment of braided white 
nylon cord approximately 13/64" In diameter and with a crimpt;d 
nylon core. On one end of Q4 is a loop lashed v?ith brcv?n 
marline twine and vnrapped with 3/4" wide black plastic tape. 




Specimen Q3 consists of a segment of braided white 
nylon cord which is like the Q4 cord vrith respect to color, 
diameter, construction and composition and could have come fren 
the same source as ’the Q4 cord. A loon also appears on one end 
of the C3 length of cord vrhich is consiiructed in the same fashion 
as the loop on Q4 and v/itlv the same tY;:>e of marline tv^ine. The 
torn end of the piece of black plastic tape on specimen Q4 
matches the torn end of the piece of black plastic tape. on Q3, 
Accordingly, the tape on Q3 was once attached to and torn from 
the tape on the particular segment of cord in specimen 04. 

• The second :icgment of cord in specimen Q4 is 3/16" 
diameter braided whit:', nylon cord with a 4-'ply nylon core and is 
not lil:s the Q3 cord. A loop on one end of this segment of 
cord is constructed i:i a similar fashion as the loop on 
specimen Q3; hov/ever, black marline twine is used rather than 
brown marline tv^ine. The torn ends of the 3/4" wide black plastic 
tape do not match the ends of the tape on Q3 or the othei; cord in 
Q4, On the free end of this cord is a Stevedore’s knot. 1 ^ ^ 

The use of mar3.ine tv.’ine as" on sp^'cimens 03 and 04 ahd 
the manner in v;hich the Stevedore’s knot on one of the Q4 -lo.ngv iis 
of cord suggest the unknovm subject (s) may have a background in. 
or association Witli the maritime trade or industry.
